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Abstract of CN 2393510 (Y) 

The utility model relates to a multifunctional myopia treating instrument, which is characterized in that the 
outer sides of two eye masks are provided with pressing sheets, massage balls, sliding grooves, offsetting 
springs and limit stops are arranged on the pressing sheets, traction ropes connected with the massage 
balls and plastic tubes are fixed to the limit stops, and the lower pars of the traction ropes penetrated 
through the plastic tubes are connected with a pair of hand pliers. When the hand pliers are opened, 
massage balls can make reciprocating motion in the sliding grooves via the traction of the traction ropes 
and the support of the plastic tubes. The handles of the hand pliers are inserted in the clamping walls of air 
pressure balls for moving simultaneously with the air pressure balls, and thus various kinds of treatments 
can be carried out synchronously. Two top ends of the multifunctional myopia treating instrument are 
respectively provided with a positive and a negative pressure adjusting hole medicine tubes connected with 
a tee as an entity, components are reduced, and the pressure of the eyes of a person having two different 
situations can be respectively regulated. 
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
